Budget Narrative 

The funding from this grant will be utilized in three main areas in order to improve laboratory 
timeliness and quality. These areas include: 

1. Procurement of GrayKey tools to bypass encrypted iPhones. The Laboratory’s current 
technology does not allow our digital evidence examiners to enter modem password 
protected iPhones. These tools will allow access to these devices in support of criminal 
investigations in a timely manner. This item will be purchased using the County of 
Alameda approved sole source written procurement policy. 

2. Procurement of Forensic Light Sources and associated materials. Effective visual 
examination of forensic evidence, particularly sexual assault evidence, is a vital step in the 
screening process of victim clothing and other materials which may have bodily fluids on 
them. These Forensic Light Sources will allow for the ability to visualize these stains 
utilizing multiple light wavelengths and photography to a higher standard than the 
laboratory’s current technology can meet. These items will be purchased through the 
County of Alameda approved procurement policy which requires three quotes be obtained 
by different vendors. 

3. Training of Forensic Examiners. The laboratory currently only has one full-time firearms 
examiner and requires funding to complete the training of a second, and possibly third, 
examiner. The Crime Laboratory will utilize an independent contractor as determined 
through a competitive bid process. Additionally, the laboratory has new staff in the 
forensic biology section who require training in biological evidence screening, DNA 
analysis, and DNA interpretation. Utilizing this funding, the laboratory will be able to 
reduce backlogs and turnaround times in support of criminal investigations. All training is 
to be conducted within the State of California.

Project Narrative 

The Alameda County Sheriffs Office Crime Laboratory is a full service forensic laboratory 
providing services to the 1.5 million citizens of Alameda County in addition to providing 
controlled substances testing for the city of San Francisco. This grant proposal will address three 
areas in which the Laboratory needs to improve timeliness and quality in its forensic services. 
These areas include forensic biology testing, digital evidence examinations, and firearms 
examinations. 

The Forensic Biology section of the Laboratory currently maintains a large backlog of cases and 
significant turn-around times. One phase in the analytical scheme causing these testing delays is in 
the initial screening of clothing and other evidence items which may contain bodily fluids. This 
screening involves the visual examination of evidence with traditional lighting and alternative 
lighting (i.e. light of different wavelengths which can oftentimes improve the visibility of body 
fluid stains through fluorescence or quenching). The Laboratory currently only has one alternate 
light source which is more than ten years old and in need of replacement in order to give examiners 
the best possibility of visualizing potential biological evidence. This grant funding will be used to 
purchase three such alternative light sources and associated supplies in order to allow Laboratory 
staff to simultaneously screen multiple cases and not have to wait for equipment to become 
available. 


The Laboratory’s Digital and Multimedia Evidence section is responsible for the forensic 
examination of digital evidence including cell phones. As encryption of these devices becomes 
more sophisticated, the Laboratory’s tools and software are experiencing significant difficulties in 
bypassing passwords, thus limiting our ability to provide information to investigators. A relatively 
new tool which has been introduced to law enforcement agencies is the GrayKey device. This 
device has been demonstrated to be able to bypass encryption on iPhone devices and the 
acquisition of this tool will enable the Laboratory to provide investigators with useful information 
in support of their investigations. Currently, without the ability to bypass these security measures, 
our staff are unable to provide investigatively useful information. 

The third area that the Crime Laboratory needs to increase its capabilities in is in the examination 
of firearms evidence. Currently, the Laboratory only has one full-time firearms examiner which 
often results in delays in the processing of firearms casework. This grant funding will be used to 
provide training to a criminalist to perform this important type of forensic casework.
